THE KRAILWAY RBEPURT. 

As stated in our columns on Saturday, the 
report of the Railway Commission on the 
Egyptian State Railways is given to the 
public in its entirety. In reviewing this elab- 
orate and comprehensive report it natur- 
ally occurs to us that our .railways lend 
themselves to, and possibly invite, criticism 
to an extent which would app!y to hardly any 
other Department of State. How some others 
would have stood the searching ordeal ty 
which the railways have been subjected, we 
do not venture to guess, and that it wonlu 
have been possible for any chief or chiefs to 
have eflected the improvements in the rail- 
ways, which have been carried out, fur instance, 
in the Customs Administration, is another 
question on which we do not venture to give 
an opinion ; but it is noteworthy that the 


| opportunity, which has presented itself to the 


public, does not seem to have been taken 
advantage of to complain, as would have been 
in conformity therewith, if they had consider- 
ed themselves badly served. The work we 
enter upun is facilitated by our ready accept- 
ance of the commissioners’ report as an out- 
spoken and unvarnished tale given to us in 
extenso by the authorities. ‘The omission of 
reference to the personnel becomes #htelligible 
as we study the report, its subject and its 
surrounding circumstances, but we do not, for 
an instant, suppose that the commissioners 
shirked this part of the duties entrusted to 
them. The report commences by recapitulat- 
ing the instructions conveyed to the Vommis- 
sioners by the Adviser. Ail that need be said of 
those is that they were clear and compre- 
hensive,evideutly showing # desire that the work 
should be thoroughly done and fully reported 
upon. ‘The appuintments to the commission 
were carefully. made with the same objects and, 
when one considers the varied qualifications 
and experience of those gentlemen and the 
reputations they enjoy where they are best 
known, we are inclined to think better selections 
could not have been made. On their part the 
commissioners.showed their earnestness in the 
work by proceeding at once, upon landing, to 
see things for themselves, aud to gain all the 
information they could. We have it from the 
report that they inspecied every’ yard of 
the lines, aud, trom var own knowledye, 
that in this town they went over the whole 
of the railway premiseg (including Gabbari 
and its new shunting yard), the ba = 
entertained some of our leading merchan 


Chamber of Commerce,—not « bad record fiir 
two days’ work, and we have no reason t) 
believe that they were less energetic slew where 
It is a great thing to know that the work was 
thus dealt with, even hurriedly. 

. The first conclusion arrived at by the (on; 
mission is that the general management 
the railways is unsatisfactory, and that this 
is due to the system in force. Of all thir ngs 
in the world, the immediate charge of  rail- 
way is admittedly the work of one man - 
and so it is, everywhere but in Egypt, 
that’ the success or failure of a line, or 
systemr of lines, is placed. to the account 
of the man in supreme charge. There am 
those who succeed and draw the high 
salaries they deserve, and those who rhe 
failed and been.paid highly to go. In this 
country we have, instead, a body of three, al! 
of different nationalities and, perhaps mom 
unfortunately still, all exceedingly able 
men. Apparently their respective duties ated 
powers are as undefined as they are limite 
by circumstances, and we do not eveu gathdr 


other special authority. Coupled with this 
fact, it is within the knowledge of all that the 
Government and the Caisse de la Dette ex 
ercise separate powers, and that all sorts of 


: political reasons, lucal laws, and customs terid 


to increase the difficulties of management. We 
have no desire to defend @hybody or any thing, 


but the public have, we think, some reason t . 


be thankful that, instead of a deadlock having 
been ever arrived at, considerable progress and 
improvements have of late years been effected.

The difficulty we foresee 
is that the members ‘must have some leisure 
to give to their important though occasional 
duties and not enough to devote to worryiny 
the general manageror to submitting to worries 
from him or caused by him. The commissioners 
were all men well versed in successful business 
and company management, and doubtless 
their model wasa good board of directors 
such as they are accustomed to work with, 
and holding powers extending to the promo- 
tion of the fit and the removal of offenders. 
Under the general manager there would be 
the usual departments, and the head of each 
would be responsible for its organisation ar! 
working. Given the necessary qualifications in 


such chiefs, and following on the same lines of 


wiving to all of these the powers and respon 
sibilities conferred upon them everywhere bat 
in Egypt, the working of the machivery may 
be said.to be completely and satisfactorily 
provided for ; the rest is mere detail. (' 
course, even the most able and energetic hew!

ALEXANDRIA HORTICULTURAL 
SOCIETY. 


The annual general meeting of the members |! 
of the A. H. 8. will be held to-morrow at 6 p.m. 
at the oflices of Messrs. Carver Bros. and Co., 
Ltd. In their report to the members, the 
committee state that the Agricultaral Depart- 
ment of the United States kindly presented 
the society with several fruit trees, such as 
oranges, plums, and peaches, with the object 
of improving the stock already existing ip 
the country, but although the packing was 
carefully executed the lovg sea journey was 
clearly detrimental to the plants and only two 
Navel oranges and one Homosassa blouwl 
orange have survived, These, however, are 
healthy plants and it is hoped that, in a year 
or two, it will be possible to offer members 
shoots for grafting. The disease that has 
attacked the urange trees has by no meavs 
disappeared ; and the committee understand 
that besides the oranges and bananas, the figs, 
grapes and dates also show signs of scale and 
other parasites which aré detrimental to their 
proper development, It is therefore with 
pleasure that the committee have heard that 
the Khedivial Agricultural Society has appoint- 
ed an expert to stady the cause and effect of 
the different diseases which have appeared in 
the country. 

The best proof of the continued popularity 
of the society’s shows is that every year more 
space is required. Besides the Casino at San 
Stefano, which was again kindly placed at the 
disposal of the committee by the Nungovich 

Hotels Co., it was necessary last spring to add 
four large tents, being one more than in 1903, 
and in the autumn the exhibits were found to 
be too numerous for the ball-room and the cut 
flowers had consequently to be placed in the 
large reading-room. 

Besides two Princes of the Khedivial family 
there are now 114 members of the society. 
The accounts for the past year show a balance
